Systems For New Hospital 


The Andover plant of Hewlett-Packard 
is slated to help produce an $2.5 million 
worth of electronic patient monitoring 
systems to be installed this summer at the 
new Walter Reed Army Medical Center in 
Washington, D.C.

The students also assisted in several 
other areas of town, particularly to allow 
senior citizens of the community to exit 
from their homes where they had been 
stranded since Monday. 


Police reported that for the most part 
citizens obeyed the governors emergency 
declaration which prohibited travel by all 
but emergency vehicles. 

With the sux shining brightly Wednesday 
morning, however, some chose to ignore 
the directive and went out anyway, 
hampering some of the snow clearance 
operations in some areas of town. 

Not too many vehicles had to be towed 
from Andover streets, police reported, 
and there were no accidents of any conse- 
quence due to heeding the order to stay off 
the roads. 

Police delivered maedicine from drug 
stores in emergency situations and aided 
in getting some emergency personnel, 
such as nurses and doctors to hospitals. 

The Andover ambulance was called 
upon to transport a few patients to 
hospitals for injuries and medical treat- 
ment, not storm related. 

One person was taken to the hospital for 
treatment of a finger injury caused by a 
snowblower. 

Firefighters had a relatively quiet time 
during the storm, although they were call- 
ed to fill in at Engine 3 in Lawrence, due to 
a general alarm fire at the Studio Shoppe 
in that city.

Carriers Stay In Andover 


The Postmaster General notified 
Congressman Paul E. Tsongas, this past 
week, of the decision to retain all of the 
Andover carriers at the Andover Post Of- 
fice, cancelling the plan to transfer the 
letter carriers to Lawrence. 

The transfer had originally been 
scheduled for November 5, 1977, but was 
postponed to January 28, and then ‘‘post- 
poned indefinitly’’ when strong objections 
were raised by Congressman Tsongas, 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy and Senator 
Edward M. Brooke. The legislators acted:

in response to more than 9,000 Andover 
residents whose signatures were gathered 
to protest over the proposed transfer. 

In expressing his reaction to this an- 
nouncement, Congressman Tsongas 
stated, ‘‘While I am very pleased about 
the decision not to move the Andover 
carriers, I am also disappointed and can- 
not accept the decision to shift the clerical 
distribution process to Lawrence. It 
seems to me that this response to our re- 


‘quest that Andover remain ‘as is’ is not 


directed: to the real problem. There is no 


compelling argument to support the deci- 
sion to shift the clerks and certainly no in- 
dication that it would be cost effective or 
would increase efficiency. If what An- 
dover needs is, in fact, a new post office, 
then in my opinion, it is the responsibility 
of the Postal Administration to resume 
search efforts for an appropriate site with 
Andover town officials. This is not a dead 
issue as far as I am concerned. In fact, I 
intend to continue raising questions about 
several areas of the postal reorganization 
plan for this region.’’

WASHINGTON -— It now 
looks as if the Senate will 
ratify the controversial 
Panama Canal treaties. 
The crucial support of the 
two Senate leaders should 
turn the trick. Both Demo- 
cratic leader Robert Byrd 
and Republican leader 
Howard Baker have now 
endorsed the treaties, with 
certain, reservations. 

But it took a powerful, 
behind-the-scenes effort to 
win them over. The presi- 
dent lobbied them person- 
ally. He invited them to the 
White House to talk about 
the treaties; he courted 
them; he compromised 
with them; he appealed to 
them. 

The president also sent 
his chief legislative aide, 
Frank Moore, to Panama 
with Sen. Baker. Moore 
called in progress reports 
along the way on Baker’s 
reactions. Moore tele- 
phoned the president from 
Mexico City, for example, 
to report Baker’s latest 
views. ; 

After the trip, Carter and 
Baker got (ogether at the 
White House again to work 
out their differences. 

The president and Secre- 
tary of State Cyrus Vance, 
meanwhile, discussed leg- 
islative strategy with the 
Cabinet. Minutes of the 
meeting state: "Mr. Vance 
predicted that the treaties 
will be ratified but that it 
will take hard work. He 
said that an effort would be 
made to hold down sub- 
stantive modifications to 
the treaties.” 

Less Work: Jimmy 
Carter puts in longer hours 
than anyone in govern- 
ment. He keeps busy the 
equivalent of two working 
days every 24 hours. He is

usually at his desk by six in 
the morning and it’s often 
midnight before he leaves 
it. 

The president has an in- 
satiable craving for infor- 
mation. He likes to know 
everything that’s going on. 
He also likes to control all 
White House activity down 
to the small details. Carter 
personally makes military 
and diplomatic decisions 
that past presidents have 
left to the professionals. He 
is equally involved in do- 
mestic details. 

Now, however, the presi- 
dent is beginning to shift 
more of the work load to 
his subordinates. The fed- 
eral budget, for example, 
turned out to be too big for 
him to grapple with alone. 

We've seen the confiden- 
tial minutes of his Cabinet 
meeting while the budget 
was being prepared. His 
budget chief, James McIn- 
tyre, urged the Cabinet 
members to work out their 
differences with him. This 
was important, McIntyre 
said, "so that as few deci- 
sions as possible would 
have to be appealed to the 
president." Then Carter 
spoke up. He noted that he 
had been "spending four to 
five hours a week on. 
budget requests, and an- 
other four to five hours 
preparing for budget brief- 
ings." Therefore, he 
strongly endorsed MciIn- 
tyre’s request "that the 
Cabinet secretaries try to 
resovle as many differ- 
ences as possible” without 
taking up his time. 

Jimmy Carter is learn- 
ing at last that the presi- 


_dency is too big to be a one- 


man job. 


Carter’s Way: There may 
be a glimmer of light in the 


Middle East. The big ob- 
stacle to peace is the ques- 
tion of Palestinian rights. 

The Arabs are demand- 
ing "self determination’ 
for the Palestinians. This 
is a code phrase for an 
independent state. 

The Israelis are willing 
to grant the Palestinians 
"self rule.” This really 
means that the Israelis will 
permit the Palestinians to 
govern themselves but that 
the Israelis will maintain a 
discreet military presence. 

President Carter has 
taken a _ position some- 
where in between. He has 
said the Palestinians 
"must have a role in deter- 
mining their own future." 
He hasn’t made clear ex- 
actly what he means. But 
he has taken the middle 
ground somewhere be- 
tween the Arab and Israeli 
extreme. 

We’ve learned that the 
president reported 
secretly to his Cabinet a 
few days ago that the Ar- 
abs are willing to move in 
Carter’s direction. Carter 
told his Cabinet: "There is 
general acceptance pri- 
vately throughout the Arab 
world of our position in the 
Middle East." 


Strange Friends: We’ve 
reported in the past that 
underworld godfathers are 
looking for Washington 
connections. They are anx- 
ious to protect their inter- 
ests and keep the federal 
heat turned down. Their 
No. 1 target is the Justice 
Department, which has the 
power to spoil their game 
and send them to prison. 

Now, we’ve discovered a 
strange relationship be- 
tween a top Justice De- 
partment official and a 
notorious racketeer. The 


racketeer’s name is Joe 
Nesline. The Justice 
Department’s own files 
identify him as the gam- 
bling king of Washington. 

He has close ties to one of 
the nation’s most notorious 
mobsters, Charles Tou- 
rine, who is better known 
in the underworld as 
"Charlie the Blade.” Nes- 
line and Tourine have been 
arrested together. In fact, 
Nesline has a history of 
gambling arrests. He is 
now under investigation by 
the FBI. 


Yet this same Joe Nes- 
line has been seen socially 
with one of the highest 
officials in the Justice De- 
partment — Barbara Bab- 
cock. When my staff ques- 
tioned Babcock, she said 
she first met him 10 years 
ago as his attorney on 
some gambling charges 
and continues to socialize 
with Nesline. She said she 
is not ashamed to call 
Nesline "a friend.” She in- 
sisted there is nothing 
wrong with their friend- 
ship and pointed out that 
he has not been convicted 
of any recent crimes and, 
therefore, must be pre- 
sumed to be innocent. 


Few of the nation’s god- 
fathers have been con- 
victed of recent crimes. 
Their underworld activi- 
ties, mevertheless, are 
known to the Justice 
Department. Their activi- 
ties have also been spread 
on the Senate record. 

Joe Nesline’s name is 
high on the list of orga- 
nized crime figures both at 
the Justice Department 
and the Senate. The Jus- 
tice Department would like 
to nail him.

With about three minutes left to go in 
the fourth quarter, senior guard for the 
Warriors Joe Terrion hit on a jump shot 
from about 15 feet out.

$3,000 Approved For 
Bancroft Roof Study 


The school committee last week voted 
$5000 for architectural improvements to 
the Bancroft roof. 

In a report, Plant Engineer Al Hart said 
that next time Mother Nature might not be 
so kind as to provide sufficient time to get 
the snow and water off the roof and relieve 
the sagging structure. 

He reiterated that the basic problem in 
one of design, and that many sloped and 
flat roof surfaces come together and form 
pockets in which snow, ice and water can 
accumulate. Inadequate drainage, im- 
properly sloped roof surfaces an deflec- 
tions compound the problem and, he said, 
considerable damage is caused when 


workmen have to walk, shovel, chop and 


push wheelbarrows over the roof surfaces. , 


Since it wouldn’t be practical to radical- 
ly change the roof areas, he said, the best 
compromise seemes to be to construct 
adequate crickets on existing surfaces to 
direct water to the roof drains and 
possibly add more drains. 

This would add more dead weight to the 
roofs, so the supports would have to be 
checked and probably reinforced. 

Meanwhile, Committeeman Elaine 
Viehmann asked once again about the 
architect’s responsibility, and Supt. 
Kenneth R. Seifert reported that ‘‘we’re 
pursuing that.”’
